TO  THE  CHAXBMAN  AND  MEMBERS  OF  THE  PUBLIC  HEALTH  COMMITTEE 

Mr„  (Shairraan,  Ladle  a and  Gentlemen, 

I beg  t©  present  my  Report  on  the  public  health,  sanitary 
circumstances  and  vital  statistics  of  the  Rural  District  of  God stone 
in  the  year  1966 . 

The  Report  is  drawn  up  generally  in  accordance  with  the  requirements 
of  the  Ministry  of  Health,  as  indicated  in  Circular  l/67,  and  contains 
the  information  requested  in  the  Public  Health  Officers  Regulations  1959. 

The  countrywide  outbreak  of  measles  resulted  in  a record  number  of 
notified  cases  in  the  Godstone  district.  An  outbreak  of  dysentery  in  an 
adjoining  district  was  responsible  for  several  cases  in  that  part  of  the 
district  where  children  live  and  attend  day  nurseries  and  schools  in  the 
neighbouring  area.  The  causative  organism  was  shigella  sonnei  but 
although  a certain  amount  of  resistance  to  some  antibiotics  was  found 
the  clinical  effects  were  mild. 

Satisfactory  progress  was  maintained  in  the  routine  preventive 
immunisation  programmes 0 Persons  proposing  to  travel  to  countries 
where  enteric  diseases  are  endemic  have  frequently  been  advised  to  be 

vaccinated  against  them. 

As  can  be  seen  from  the  figures,  the  Godstone  statistics  closely 
follow  the  national  trend. 

Finally,  on  behalf  of  Dr.  T.H.  Bingham,  I should  like  to  express 
my  thanks  t©  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Public  Health  Committee 
for  their  interest  and  assistance,  to  Mr.  A.H.  Sewell,  the  Chief  Public 
Health  Inspector  and  the  rest  of  the  staff  of  the  Public  Health  Depart- 
ment for  their  loyal  and  efficient  support,  and  especially  so  since  my 
own  arrival  in  the  Godstone  District.

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NOTES  ON  THE  VITAL  STATISTICS  FOR  THE  YEAR  1966 


The  resident  population  of  the  Rural  District  of  God stone  was 
estimated  by  the  Registrar-General  to  be  43,750  at  mid-year  1966. 

This  is  a slight  increase  on  the  1965  number. 

Generally  the  vital  statistics  bear  a close  relationship  to  the 
national  average.  The  birth  rate  - 14.7  is  lower  than  1965;  the 
infant  mortality,  although  higher,  is  still  below  the  national  average. 
There  were  five  cases  of  prematurity  in  this  total  and  also  two 
congenital  defects.  From  the  overall  picture  of  the  situation  the 
figures  are  satisfactory. 

The  death  rate  is  below  the  national  average  and  the  causes  were 
mainly  diseases  of  the  cardio  vascular  system  and  cancer. 

PREVALENCE  OF  AND  CONTROL  OVER  INFECTIOUS  AND  OTHER  DISEASES 

Provision  of  Isolation  Hospital  Accommodation 

The  provision  of  hospital  accommodation  for  the  isolation  and 
treatment  of  cases  of  infectious  disease  is  the  responsibility  of  the 
Regional  Hospital  Board.  Patients  from  the  Godstone  Rural  District 
are  admitted  to  the  Infectious  Diseases  Hospital  at  Bletchingley,  if 
the  required  accommodation  and  facilities  are  available;  otherwise, 
they  are  sent  to  isolation  hospitals  in  other  parts  of  the  Hospital 
Region.  The  disposal  to  hospital  of  the  six  infectious  cases  requiring 
institutional  care  in  1966  was  as  follows 

Godstone  Infectious  Diseases  Hospital,  Bletchingley  - 2 cases 

Oxted  and  Limpsfield  Hospital,  Oxted  - 1 case 

Redhill  General  Hospital  - 3 cases 

Notifiable  Infectious  Diseases 

Table  V shows  the  numbers  of  the  various  notifiable  infectious 
diseases,  other  thau  tuberculosis,  recorded  in  the  area  during  the 
calendar  year,  classified  according  to  the  age  of  the  patient,  together 
with  the  number  of  cases  removed  to  hospital  and  the  total  deaths  from 
each  disease. 

The  prevalence  of  the  various  notifiable  infectious  diseases  is 


reviewed  below.

Note ; The  comparable  figures  for  1965  are  shown  in  brackets. 
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There  were  no  confirmed  or  suspected  cases  of  smallpox  in  the 
Rural  District  in  1966 . 

The  number  of  notified  scarlet  fever  cases  were  still  very  small. 

This  is  now  a mild  clinical  disease  and  the  patients  recover  very  quickly. 

There  has  been  a marked  reduction  in  the  number  of  cases  of 
whooping  cough. 

There  was  a moderate  outbreak  of  measles,  but  if  the  new  vaccine 
now  under  review  by  the  Medical  Research  Council  becomes  generally 
available,  these  epidemics  will  disappear. 

The  number  of  deaths  from  pneumonia  occur  among  elderly  people  and 
a certain  proportion  of  these  cases  from  Warlingham  Park  Hospital  which 
is  in  the  Rural  District. 

The  cases  of  dysentery  notified  were  all  mild  cases  of  SH.sonnei, 
which  cleared  up  quickly.  Two  were  admitted  to  hospital  primarily  for 
social  reasons. 

Three  of  the  cases  of  food  poisoning  notified  followed  a trip 
abroad  for  a holiday.  Two  cases  had  to  be  admitted  to  hospital. 

With  all  these  cases  the  normal  routine  visits  were  made  by  the  Public 
Health  Department. 

During  the  year  there  were  two  cases  of  Paratyphoid  B.  both  of 
which  were  admitted  to  hospital  and  in  each  case  a full  investigation 
was  carried  out.  All  the  necessary  contacts  were  visited  and  specimens 
taken  with  the  object  of  obtaining  early  treatment  of  any  symptomless 


carriers . 
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TUBERCULOSIS 


Particulars  of  the  new  cases  of  tuberculosis  which  came  to  the 
knowledge  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  during  the  year  are  set 
out  in  Table  VI  „ The  numbers  are  small  and  occurred  mainly  in  the 
older  age  group.  May  I stress  again  the  importance  of  the  Mass 
Radiography  Service,  especially  for  immigrants  entering  the  country. 

Twenty-four  notified  cases  were  removed  from  the  registrar  of 
tuberculous  persons;  four  on  death,  seven  on  leaving  the  district 
and  thirteen  on  complete  recovery  from  the  disease.  All  the  deaths 
were  ascribed  to  non- tuberculous  causes.  At  the  end  of  the  year 
there  were  1.04  known  cases  of  tuberculosis  in  the  Rural  District, 
including  87  ( 49  males  and  38  females)  in  which  the  lungs  were 
affected  and  17  (6  males  and  11  females)  with  tuberculosis  of  the 
other  organs. 

No  special  action  was  necessary  under  the  Public  Health  (Prevention 
of  Tuberculosis)  Regulations  1952  (relating  to  persons  suffering  from 
pulmonary  tuberculosis  and  employed  in  the  milk  trade),  nor  under 
Section  172  of  the  Public  Health  Act  1936  (relating  to  the  compulsory 
removal  to  hospital  of  persons  suffering  from  tuberculosis). 

The  South  East  Surrey  Care  Association  which  works  in  close 
association  with  the  local  Chest  Clinics,  continued  its  activities  on 
behalf  of  tuberculous  persons  and  their  dependants.  Assistance  granted 
during  the  year  included  the  supply  of  extra  nourishment,  fuel,  bedding, 
clothing,  sick  room  requisites  etc.,  and  payments  of  fares,  pocket 
money  and  other  incidental  expenses  which  could  not  be  met  from 


official  sources.

VACCINATION  AND  IMMUNISATION 


Vaccination  against  Small-pox 

Vaccination  against  small-pox  is  not  at  present  undertaken  at  the 
County  Council's  Clinics  in  the  area.  Particulars  of  notifications  of 
vaccinations  performed  by  private  medical  practitioners  during  the  year 
are  as  follows : -

The  foregoing  figures  represent  a substantial  increase  in  the 
number  of  primary  vaccinations  of  young  infants,  particularly  of  those 
in  the  1-5  year  age  group.  This,  no  doubt,  is  a reflection  of  the 
official  advice  that  routine  primary  vaccination  of  infants  is  preferably 
postponed  until  the  second  year,  when  there  is  less  risk  of  serious 
complications. 

Records  of  vaccinations  and  re-vaccinations  are  not  now  required 
in  respect  of  persons  over  the  age  of  fifteen  years;  these  were  formerly 
included  in  the  totals  and,  for  the  most  part,  related  to  persons  who 
required  valid  International  Certificates  of  Vaccination  for  the  purpose 
of  foreign  travel. 

Immunisation  against  Diphtheria 

The  numbers  of  children  who  completed  a full  course  of  immunisation 
during  the  year,  either  at  the  County  Council's  Clinics  or  under  private 
arrangements,  are  as  follows :-

In  addition,  reinforcing  doses  of  diphtheria  prophylactic  were 
given  to  482  persons,  most  of  whom  were  school  entrants  who  had  completed 
a course  of  immunisation  three  or  four  years  previously. 

The  foregoing  figures  are  slightly  lower  than  those  for  1965,  but 
are  not  much  below  the  average  for  previous  years. 
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Vaccination  against  Whooping  Cough 

The  County  Council’s  scheme  is  aimed  at  the  vaccination  against 
whooping  cough  of  infants  under  the  age  of  six  months,  with  reinforcing 
doses  about  one  year  later.  The  numbers  of  children  who  completed  a 
full  course  of  immunisation  during  the  year,  either  at  the  County 
Council's  Clinics  or  under  private  arrangements,  are  as  follows

Reinforcing  injections  of  whooping  couch  vaccine  were  given  to  329 
children  who  had  completed  a course  of  primary  immunisation  a year 
previously. 

As  in  the  case  of  diphtheria  immunisation,  the  numbers  vaccinated 
against  whooping  cough  were  rather  less  than  in  1965. 

Vaccination  against  Tetanus 

Vaccination  against  tetanus  is  available  to  children  whose  parents 
expressly  wish  them  to  be  so  protected.  It  is  the  present  practice  to 
advise  primary  immunisation  against  tetanus  before  the  age  of  six  months, 
with  reinforcing  doses  about  one  year  later  and  again  at  school  entry 
and  between  the  ages  of  eight  and  twelve  years.  Tetanus  vaccine  may  be 
given  separately,  but  is  usually  combined  with  the  agents  used  for  active 
immunisation  against  diphtheria.  A quadruple  vaccine  for  simultaneous 
immunisation  against  diphtheria,  whooping  cough,  tetanus  and  poliomyelitis 
has  recently  become  available,  but  has  not  yet  been  officially  approved 
for  general  use.

There  was  no  extension  of  the  groups  eligible  for  vaccination 
under  the  County  Council's  arrangements,  which  include  persons  up  to 
the  age  of  forty  years  and  those  who  are  considered  to  be  exposed  to 
special  risk,.  Oral  vaccine  has  now  superseded  Salk  vaccine,  which 
is  given  by  injection,  and  is  administered  in  three  doses  spaced  at 
intervals  of  four  to  eight  weeks,  followed  by  reinforcing  doses  three 
or  four  years  later. 

The  ambers  vaccinated  against  poliomyelitis  by  their  own 
doctors  or  at  County  Council "s  clinics  during  the  year  are  as  follows

B,C0G-„  Vaccination,  against  Tuberculosis . 

The  County  Council's  arrangements  for  routine  B0C0G-0  vaccination 
against  tuberculosis  extend  to  ihirteen-year^old  pupils  at  County 
Council  and  independent  schools,  and  also  to  some  older  pupils  and 
students  at  County  Colleges  and  other  establishments  for  further 
education,,  Subject  to  the  consent  of  their  parents,  persons  in 
these  groups  are  skin  tested  to  ascertain  if  they  have  already  had  a 
primary  tuberculous  infection,  and  those  giving  a negative  result  are 
offered  B0G0Gr0  vaccination. 

The  results  of  testing  conducted  at  senior  schools  in  the  Rural 
District  in  1966  are  briefly  summarised  in  the  following  Table. 

Protection  against  other  diseases. 

Prophylactic  inoculation  against  other  infectious  diseases, 
such  as  cholera,  yellow  ferver  etc. , is  necessary  in  the  case  of 
persons  proposing  to  visit  foreign  countries  where  these  diseases 
are  endemic  and  is  usually  undertaken  at  specified  centres. 
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Non-notifiable  Infectious  Diseases 

Information  relating  to  the  prevalence  of  non-notifiable  infectious 
and  contagious  diseases  is  necessarily  incomplete,  and  is  obtained 
mainly  from  reports  of  school  absentees,  the  periodic  statements  of 
sickness  claims  submitted  to  the  local  office  of  the  Ministry  of  Pensions 
and  National  Insurance  in  relation  to  insured  persons  and  the  Registrar's 
weekly  returns  of  deaths.  Cases  also  come  to  notice  through  enquiries 
by  employers  with  regard  to  quarantine  periods,  requests  for  disinfection, 
casual  communications  by  private  medical  practitioners  and  applications 
for  domestic  assistance  under  the  Home  Help  Scheme. 

The  information  obtained  from  these  various  sources  indicated  that 
the  prevalence  of  non-nctifiable  infectious  illness  in  the  Rural  District 
in  1966  was  exceptionally  low  and  caused  little  interference  with 
employment  or  school  attendance.  Mild  upper  respiratory  tract  infections 
were,  as  usual.,  fairly  common  in  the  winter  months. 
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S STORAGE  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 

The  arrangements  for  sewerage  and  sewage  disposal  are  constantly  under 
review  and  quite  large  schemes  are  in  course  of  preparation  for  Lingfield, 
Nutfield  and  Burstow. 

The  reconstruction  and  enlargement  of  the  Lingfield  sewage  disposal  works 
so  necessary  to  enable  treatment  of  the  additional  sewage  which  will  arrive 
from  the  proposed  sewer  extensions  is  making  satisfactory  progress . The 
reconstruction  of  Burstow  sewage  disposal  works  is  now  a matter  of  some 
urgency.  Some  50  dwellings  in  the  Sraallfield  Road  Horne  have  been  connected 
to  a new  sewer  which  discharges  to  a pumping  station  to  enable  the  sewage  to 
be  lifted  to  the  main  sewer  in  Plough  Road,  Smallfield  for  treatment  at 
Burstow  Sewage  Disposal  Works 0 

There  are  six  main  sewage  disposal  works  in  the  Rural  District  to  treat 
sewage  from  the  surrounding  areas. 

Pari;  of  the  parish  of  T&tsfield  is  drained  to  the  main  outfall  sewer 
of  the  West  Kent  Drainage  Board.  There  are  also  a member  of  small  sewage 
disposal  works  serving  small  groups  of  dwellings.  In  other  oases  cesspools 
and  septic  tank  filter  bed  systems  are  the  only  means  of  sewage  disposal. 

During  the  year  some  69  existing  houses  were  connected  to  new  sewer 
extensions  constructed  in  the  parishes  of  Gods  tone.  Home  and  Smallfield. 

WATER  SUPPLY 

With  the  exception  of  parts  of  the  Parish  of  Tatsfield,  which  obtain 
their  water  from  the  Metropolitan  Water  Board,  and  some  twenty  “four 
dwellings  in  the  Parish  of  Titsey,  which  have  a filtered  and  piped  supply 
from  a privately-owned  deep  bore  well,  the  whole  of  the  Rural  District  is 
supplied  by  the  East  Surrey  Water  Company.  In  parts  of  the  Parish  of 
Oxted,  the  Parish  of  Limpsfield  and  parts  of  Tatsfield  supplied  by  the 
Company,  the  water  is  derived  from  the  Lower  greensand  and  elsewhere  from 
deep  borings  in  the  chalk;  the  water  from  both  sources  is  chlorinated 
and  de-chlorinated  before  distribution  to  consumers. 

There  was  no  important  development  of  public  water  supplies  during 
the  year,  apart  from  routine  extensions  of  mains  in  connection  with  new 
building  development.  The  mains  supply  was  adequate  in  quantity,  the 
average  daily  consumption  per  head  of  population  being  about  forty  gallons.

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The  quality  of  the  mains  water,  as  revealed  by  chemical  and  bacteriological 
examination  at  regular  intervals,  was  invariably  reported  to  reach  a high 
standard  of  purity  and  no  action  was,  therefore,  necessary  in  respect  of  any 
form  of  contamination,,  Samples  of  the  water,  before  and  after  treatment, 
are  submitted  regularly  for  bacteriological  examination,  under  private  arrange- 
ments made  by  the  Water  Companies  concerned.  In  addition,  samples  of  the 
treated  water  are  examined  chemically  and/or  bacteriologically  about  forty 
times  a year,  under  a rota  system  arranged  by  the  Medical  Officers  of  Health 
of  the  districts  supplied  by  the  East  Surrey  Water  Company. 

Samples  of  water  taken  during  the  year  included  15  from  the  East 
Surrey  Water  Company,  5 from  the  Metropolitan  Water  Board  Supply  and  5 from 
the  private  well  on  the  Titsey  Estate,,  All  were  reported  to  be  of  satisfactory 
chemical  and  bacteri&l  quality,, 

Samples  of  water  from  a spring  on  farm  premises  were  found  to  be  of 
reasonable  bacterial  quality  but  this  type  of  supply  is  always  suspect  and 
the  occupiers  of  the  premises  concerned  have  been  advised  to  boil  all  water 
before  using  for  drinking  and  domestic  purposes,.  Samples  of  well  water  were 
taken  from  two  private  supplies  both  of  which  gave  a satisfactory 
bacteriological  result. 

The  estimated  numbers  of  dwelling-houses  in  each  Parish  supplied  from 
the  publio  water  mains,  wells  and  rainwater  tanks  are  set  out  in  Table  VIII, 
in  which  the  population  supplied  under  each  heading  is  shown  in  brackets. 

It  should  be  noted  that  Table  VXH  does  not  include  stand  pipes  provided 
on  approved  caravan  sites.  There  are  eleven  such  sites  in  the  Rural 
District j on  two  of  these  there  is  a direct  mains  supply  to  the 
individual  caravans  and,  on  the  others,  the  standpipes  are  within  the 
distance  perscribed  by  the  Model  Standards  applicable  in  such  cases. 

Supplies  from  rain-water  tanks  are  confined  to  out-lying  dwellings 
in  the  Parish  of  Tatsfield  and  not  infrequently  fail  completely  after 
prolonged  periods  of  dry  weather.  In  such  circumstances  additional 
supplies  of  water  for  drinking  and  domestic  purposes  can  be  obtained 
from  the  Metro lpolit an  Water  Board  on  payment  of  the  transport  costs.

Five  accidents  were  notified  by  employers  during  the  year  as  required  by 
the  Act.

PET  SHOPS  ACT  1951 

Only  one  property  comes  within  the  provisions  of  this  Aot.  No  offioial 
action  was  required  during  the  year.  The  premises  are  on  a small  scale  and 
mainly  concerned  with  the  sale  of  budgerigars  surplus  to  requirements. 

FIREGUARDS  ACT  1952 

Sinoe  the  inception  of  the  Fireguards  Act  the  number  of  accidents  due  to 
faulty  design  have  shown  an  encouraging  downward  trend.  However,  despite  the  faot 
that  manufacturers  of  such  appliances  conform  to  the  requirements  of  the  Aot,  one 
still  sees  heaters  in  the  home  with  the  guards  removed  thus  setting  aside  all  the 
efforts  made  to  produce  a safe  article. 

PETROLEUM  REGULATIONS  ACT  1928/56 

The  need  for  constant  supervision  of  all  petroleum  installations  becomes  a 
more  important  duty  every  year  particularly  with  the  considerable  increase  in 
storage  capacity  now  so  common  at  the  larger  garages. 

The  number  of  routine  visits  made  to  licensed  petroleum  premises  during 
the  year  was  129.  This  is  a fair  number  of  visits  but  nevertheless  in  order  to 
maintain  a really  effective  control  many  more  inspections  are  required. 

It  is  surprising  the  careless  habits  that  petrol  station  staff  often  display 
in  handling  petroleum  spirit  without  realising  the  potential  danger  involved  and 
it  is  only  by  surprise  visits  that  contraventions  of  the  petroleum  regulations 
can  be  effectively  dealt  with. 
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REFUSE  COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL 

The  maintenance  of  an  efficient  and  regular  collection  service  again 
proved  extremely  difficult  in  the  early  part  of  the  year  through  labour 
shortages  and  the  usual  spate  of  illness  which  we  always  experience  at 
this  time  of  year. 

The  situation  improved  towards  the  middle  and  end  of  the  year  with 
more  labour  becoming  available.  In  July  we  took  delivery  of  a new 
PajcitniA  continuous  loader  refuse  vehicle  which  enabled  me  to  put  the 
vehicle  it  replaced  on  to  a modified  schedule  with  part  of  the  week  acting 
as  spare  vehicle  to  allow  servicing  of  the  rest  of  the  fleet  to  be 
undertaken. 

The  experience  so  gained  has  endorsed  my  views  that  one  of  the  best 
ways  to  improve  the  collection  service  is  to  gradually  obtain  sufficient 
vehicles  (without  additional  staff)  and  to  use  smaller  crews  and  make  one 
load  the  day°s  task.  In  this  way  wasteful  time  taken  in  going  to  the 
tip  at  mid-day  would  be  eliminated.  Refuse  collection  is  a service  whioh 
most  householders  regard  as  being  the  main  reason  for  which  rates  are  paid, 
and  any  failure  on  our  part  to  maintain  a regular  service  gives  rise  to 
many  ooraplaints  and  considerable  unpleasantness  on  the  telephone,  despite 
the  fact  that  such  shortcomings  are  invariably  due  to  some  very  good 
reason  for  the  delay,  but  to  attempt  to  explain  to  the  complainant  usually 
only  brings  forth  even  greater  abuse. 

There  seems  to  be  a very  great  need  for  better  education  of  the 
average  householder  on  what  he  does  get  for  his  rates,  including  the 
"silent  services"  of  whioh  he  is  usually  completely  unaware  unless  something 
goes  wrong. 

The  whole  of  the  refuse  collection  service  is  under  constant  revision 
to  see  what  improvements  can  be  made  and  also  to  attract  the  right  kind  of 
labour;  on  the  whole  the  younger  type  of  man  is  not  likely  to  stay  on 
this  kind  of  work  for  very  long  and  moves  on  whenever  opportunity  presents 
itself.  I have  also  found  that  youngsters  also  tend  to  treat  the  work  in 
a very  cavalier  fashion  and  think  nothing  of  absenting  themselves  whenever 
they  feel  so  inclined.  This  is,  of  oourse,  quite  an  impossible  situation 
to  cope  with  and  maintain  reasonable  schedules.  However,  towards  the  end 
of  the  year  the  labour  situation  was  changing  and  I am  hopeful  that  a 
more  steady  type  of  man  will  become  available.

Disposal  of  all  refuse  is  at  the  Tip  situated  off  Outwood  Lane, 
Bletchingly.  Controlled  tipping  is  undertaken  and  levelling,  rolling  and 
covering  is  done  by  one  man  driving  a Weatherill  12H  meohanioal  shovel. 
This  machine  gives  excellent  compaction  and  has  proved  very  economical 

and  reliable. 

Fire  hazard  is  always  a risk  on  a refuse  tip,  and  the  disposal  of 
old  motor  oars  adds  considerably  to  this  possibility.  The  danger  periods 
are  weekends  and  in  particular  over  national  holiday  weekends  when 
unauthorised  entry  is  often  made  to  the  tip  and  fires  started  deliberately. 

Insect  control  is  by  means  of  tip  dressings  in  powder  form  and 
regular  inspection  for  vermin  infestation  is  also  "undertaken.  The  most 
satisfactory  control  method  is,  of  course,  adequate  and  regular  covering 
with  suitable  material.  The  question  of  future  tipping  space  has  been 
very  much  in  mind  and  active  steps  are  being  taken  to  ensure  satisfactory 
provision  for  future  years. 


CESSPOOL  CLEANSING- 

One  cesspool  vehicle  was  out  of  commission  for  several  weeks  due  to 
mechanical  trouble,  and  this  oaused  some  inconvenience  due  to  the  heavy 
burden  placed  upon  our  two  remaining  enrptiers.  However,  by  working 
later  each  day  and  at  weekends  the  delays  were  kept  within  reason  and  on 
the  whole  a reasonably  satisfactory  servioe  was  maintained. 

The  number  of  cesspools  emptied  during  the  year  was  3301  and  the 
loads  removed  for  disposal  and  treatment  amounted  to  5715.  This  involved 
a total  g alienage  of  4,286,250.  These  figures  bear  close  resemblance  to 
previous  years  and  this  is,  of  course,  to  be  expected. 

The  three  vehicles  owned  by  the  Council  are  kept  very  fully  employed 
and  there  are  times  when  one  or  even  two  more  vehicles  would  be  weloome, 
particularly  after  exceptionally  wet  spells  when  any  slight  defeot  in  the 
cesspool  or  the  discharge  of  roof  water  into  the  soil  drain  via  the  sink 
waste  gulley  quickly  refills  the  cesspool. 
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The  scattered  mature  of  a rural  area  such  as  G-odstone  presents  problems 
when  it  comes  to  the  disposal  of  tanker  contents.  Often  the  small  local 
sewage  works  is  quite  incapable  of  dealing  successfully  with  semi-septic 
liquid  such  as  this,  and  the  discharge  has  therefore  to  take  place  at  one 
of  the  larger  sewage  disposal  works  entailing  quite  considerable  road 
mileage  in  some  cases.  It  is  never  a very  popular  operation  to  tip  tanker 
contents  into  sewers  which  are,  of  necessity,  in  or  near  residential  areas 
and  we  receive  many  complaints  of  offensive  smells  arising  from  this 
operation.  Some  complaints  are  exaggerated  and  are  based  more  on  visual 
evidence  than  the  olfactory  senses.  However,  it  is  appreciated  that  even 
under  the  best  of  conditions  some  offence  mgy  be  given,  and  wherever 
possible  the  tankers  are  driven  right  into  the  disposal  works  before  discharge. 
In  the  case  of  Tatsfieli,  disposal  is  by  arrangement  discharged  into  a 
convenient  sewer  connected  to  the  West  Kent  Drainage  Scheme. 

Plans  for  extending  existing  sewers  and  for  the  construction  of  brand 
new  schemes  are  under  active  consideration,  but  the  present  economic  situation 
will  no  doubt  have  a considerable  effect  on  schemes  not  already  approved  or 
in  hand. 

Unfortunately  we  had  some  breakdowns  which  curtailed  our  emptying 
prograume  and  this,  coupled  with  the  road  mileage  involved  in  taking  the 
major  proportion  of  loads  to  Lingfield  sewage  disposal  works  for  treatment, 
reduced  the  total  number  of  cesspools  cleansed  during  the  year  by  263.

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SECTION  VI 

INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD  AND  FOOD  PREMISES 
Milk  Supply 

Samples  of  milk  are  taken  at  regular  intervals  and  submitted  to 
the  Public  Health  Laboratory,  Brighton,  who  undertake  the  required 
examination  and  report.  The  sampling  covers  all  milk  supplies 
whether  pasteurised,  sterilised  or  raw,  and  of  the  170  samples 
submitted,  9 failed  the  methylene  blue  test  of  which  7 were 
pasteurised  milks  and  2 untreated  farm  bottled  T.T.  milk. 

Untreated  milks  submitted  for  biological  examination  were  all 
negative  to  tubercle  bacilli. 

Details  of  the  samples,  designation,  etc.  submitted  to  the 
laboratory  during  the  year  under  review  are  set  out  in  the  attached 
table.

LABORATORY  FACILITIES 


Dr.  Jameson  the  Director  of  the  Public  Health  Laboratory,  Brighton 
and  Mr,  Emberley  his  G-hief  Technician  have  our  grateful  thanks  for  their 
unfailing  help  and  advice  on  all  matters  relating  to  specimens  submitted 
for  examination  and  report.  The  local  train  service  enables  specimens 
and  milk  samples  to  be  taken  and  reoeived  at  the  Laboratory  on  the  same 
day  provided  that  despatch  is  made  before  11,25  a,m.  In  the  event  of 
an  urgent  pathological  specimen  obtained  after  the  "dead-line”  the 
laboratory  is  still  within  reasonably  easy  acapss  by  road. 
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SLAUGHTERHOUSES 

There  are  three  licensed  slaughterhouses  and  one  knackers  yardc  All  are 
inspected  at  regular  intervals  and  in  the  case  of  the  licensed  slaughterhouses 
almost  daily  visits  are  made  for  the  purpose  of  carrying  out  the  100$  meat 
inspection  which  was  again  maintained  throughout  the  year.  Mr0  West,  the 
Deputy  Public  Health  Inspector,  has  as  usual  given  yeoman  service  in  this 
connection,, 

To  leave  one's  fireside  on  a winter's  evening  to  stand  about  in  a draughty 
cold  slaughterhouse  required  devotion  to  duty  of  a high  order.  Good  lighting  is 
absolutely  essential  when  carrying  out  meat  inspection  and  makes  all  the 
difference  in  preventing  premature  eyestrain  and  fatigue  in  a job  demanding 
high  concentration  and  good  eyesight,. 

During  the  year  carcases  were  carefully  examined  for  parasitic  conditions 
particularly  Cyst^cereussBovis  ana  6 carcases  were  found  to  be  infested  and  were 
dealt  with  by  condemnation  of  the  affected  part  or  organ,  and  the  rest  submitted 
to  deep  freeze  treatment  at  20  °G  for  three  weeks,,  Fortunately  no  generalised 
infestations  were  found  0 The  number  of  visits  needed  to  carry  out  the  inspections 
amounted  to  327  and  a total  of  3578  carcases  and  offals  were  examined. 

All  diseased  meat  is  disinfected  before  disposal  and  condemnation  made  by 
reason  of  pathological  change  as  distinct  from  disease  are  colour  stained  and 
realeased  for  animal  feeding.  It  is  always  advised  that  such  meat  should  be 
thoroughly  cooked  before  feeding  to  animals.  One  day  perhaps  it  will  be  compulsory 
for  all  condemned  and  knackers  meat  to  be  properly  sterilised  before  release  to 
purveyors  of  animal  feeding  stuffs. 

We  have  one  licensed  knackers  yard  and  in  all  4 visits  were  made  to  the 
premises.  It  appears  to  be  run  quite  satisfactorily.

During  the  year  46  inspections  of  food  premises  were  made  for  all  purposes. 

In  addition  272  visits  were  made  for  the  purpose  of  inspecting  food  stocks. 

Traders  are  usually  very  co-operative  and  are  willing  to  accept  advice  on  how 
to  Improve  food  storage,  stock  rotation,  and  general  hygiene  matters,  but  where 
opposition  is  encountered  it  is  usally  overoome  by  discussion  and  explanation  on  the 
reason  for  requiring  alteration  or  improvement  of  existing  methods.  Food  premises 
within  the  G-od stone  Rural  District  are  listed  in  the  different  categories  into  which 
they  naturally  belong;  in  each  case  the  main  business  is  the  guiding  faotor  in 
carrying  out  categorisation.

Comments  on  poultry  processing  and  inspection. 

The  poultry  processing  carried  on  in  this 

district 

is  of 

a seasonal  : 

with  the  large  majority  of  the  birds  being  killed  immediately  before  Christmas. 
Five  of  the  eight  premises  are  farms  where  the  birds  are  bred,  reared  and 
slaughtered,  the  other  premises  are  the  three  licensed  slaughterhouses.  There 
are  also  a number  of  other  farms  where  there  is  equipment  for  slaughter  and 
dressing  of  poultry  but  it  is  stated  that  the  premises  are  not  used.  It  is 
difficult  in  practice  to  substantiate  these  claims  and  it  appears  that  the 
Slaughter  of  Poultry  Act  1967  will  be  of  little  assistance  in  this  respect. 

All  the  poultry  processing  premises  have  been  inspected  and  steps  taken  to 
ensure  compliance  where  necessary  with  the  Food  Hygiene  Regulations.  The 
seasonal  nature  of  the  slaughtering  together  with  the  fact  that  the  majority 
of  the  birds  slaughtered  are  uneviscerated  gives  rise  to  inspection  problems, 
but  it  is  hoped  this  year  to  introduce  inspection  on  the  lines  mentioned  in 
Circular  22/61  (Ministry  of  Health).  With  this  aim  in  mind  two  Inspectors 
have  reoently  attended  a course  on  Poultry  Hygiene  and  Inspection. 
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SECTION  VII 

THE  HSSVHNTION  OF  DAMAGE  BY  PESTS  ACT  1949 

The  Annual  Report  made  to  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  & Fisheries 
& Food  (Pest  Control  Division)  gives  the  following  information  oonoerning 
the  detailed  work  ©arried  ©ut  by  ©ur  Rodent  Operator,

be  avoided.  The  rat  and  mouse  population  is  always  fluctuating  from 
something  less  than  normal  up  t©  a large  increase  depending  very  much 
upon  the  preceding  winter  weather  ©onditions,  Heavy  and  prolonged 
frosts  provide  an  excellent  natural  ©@ntr©l9  but  where  suoh  conditions 
fail  t©  materialise  w®  know  that  the  number  of  infestations  to  be  dealt 
with  will  increase. 

S©5»©1  ©antaens9  ©@nv&X© scent  homes  and  similar  premise a are  dealt 
with  Tby  an  agreed  arrangement  with  the  Surrey  County  Council, 

Wild  bee  swarms  and  wasp  nests  are  dealt  with  on  request  at  a 
©barge  ©f  2i/-d  per  swam  or  nest.  This  ©barge  has  been  increased 
from  10/6d  as  anticipated  in  the  1965  Annual  Baport,  Even  this  inorease 
in  ©barge  does  not  detract  from  the  excellent  value  for  money  represented 
by  this  serviee,  The  destruction  of  wild  bees  and  wasps  by  the  Rodent 
Operator  is  a facility  which  the  Council  feel  should  be  available 
particularly  to  ©Id  people  s invalids  and  in  other  speei&X  oiroumstanoes 
where  wasp  nests  may  present  a serious  hazard  to  th©  occupier  of  suoh 
premises.

RQDEHT  REPORT:

It  shows  the  number  of  infestations 
dealt  with  in  relation  to  the  total  number  of  properties  within  the 
God stone  Rural  listed  ©t. 

There  was  n©  need  to  take  legal  proceedings  during  the  year.  At 
the  beginning  ©f  th®  year  we  had  a large  number  ©f  ©onsplaints  of  rat  and 
mice  infestation.  This  was  due  t©  a build  up  of  eoraplaints  during 
December  1965  and  January  1966  when  we  were  without  a rodent  operator.

CARAVAN  SITES 


In  the  confines  of  the  God stone  Rural  District  thare  are  seven  permanent 
caravan  sites  comprising  127  caravans  and  five  temporary  sites  with  a total  of 
14  oaravans0  These  are  all  reasonably  well  run  and  no  formal  action  was 
neoessary. 

Routine  visits  are  made  to  all  the  sites  at  regular  intervals,  and  the 
standard  of  hygiene  has  always  been  quite  good.  The  Green  Lane  Caravan  Site 
deserves  some  mention.  It  is  a difficult  site  to  supervise  and  oontrol,  but 
Mr.  Mothersele  on  whom  the  main  burden  falls,  is  to  be  congratulated  on 
carrying  out  s\ich  a difficult  job  so  successfully.  With  a site  of  this  nature 
the  type  of  occupant  varies  from  the  more  normal  citizen  to  the  "anti- social" 
types  who  are  often  difficult  just  for  the  sake  of  being  awkward. 

Clearance  of  old  junk  and  rubbish  from  the  site  has  to  be  undertaken  from 
time  to  time  in  order  to  maintain  a reasonably  tidy  appearance,  but  one  of  the 
worst  problems  arises  from  the  dumping  of  old  cars  on  the  site,  and  on  the 
roadside  verges  in  and  around  the  vioinity  of  the  site.  These  old  vehicles  are 
costly  to  remove  and  dispose  of,  but  at  present  there  does  not  seem  to  be  any 
ready  solution  to  the  problem. 

There  is  of  course  still  much  to  be  done  in  improving  living  conditions  and 
amenities  but  these  undertakings  are  very  oostly.  Much  therefore  depends  on 
judging  the  right  time  to  introduce  new  improvements  because  until  all  the 
oocupants  of  the  site  have  been  educated  up  to  a better  living  standard  it  could 
so  easily  be  wasted  money. 
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
